MADE A CTE 
BY JUDGE DAVIS 


Applicant, at Brief Hearing, 
Approved as a Person of 
Good Moral Character in 
Last Five Years. 


LATE JUDGE DYER IN 
1919 REJECTED PLEA 


Republican Politician, After 
Long Period on Sidelines, 
to Get Into Game of 
Running City Machine. 


After viewing politics from the 
side’ lines for five years, “Hank” 
Weeke now plans to get actively 
into the game‘of helping run the 
local Republican machine, his sec- 
ond application for naturalization 
having been granted today by Fed- 
eral Judge Davis. 


It will be recalled that Weeke 
was denied citizenship five years 
ago by the late Federal Judge 
Dyer, who found that he was not 
a person of good moral character. 
His first application was filed 
after he had been discharged as 


—| City Commissioner of Weights and 


Measures, when political enemies 
discovered he was not a citizen, 
although he had held public of- 
fice and dominated the politics of 
his ward, the Eighteenth, for 
many years. » 

Judge Davis Administers Oath. 

The hearing of Weeke’s applica- 
tion today was brief. There were 
two character witnesses for Weeke. 
Chief Naturalization Examiner 
Crutchffeld stated to the Court 
that the law requires an applicant 
to make a showing of good char- 
acter for five years. He said it 
was a matter for the Court to de- 
cide whether the last five years,.or 
a five-year period prior to his first 
application, be considered in the 
Weeke case. 

“The Court does not care to go 
back further than the five-year pe- 
riod,’”’ Judge Davis said. “Step up, 
Mr. Weeke, and take the oath,’’ he 
added. The formal oath was then 
administered and ‘‘Hank” became 
a citizen, qualified to seek office 
either by election or appointment. 

Weeke now is 60 years old.. For 
several years, since his enforced 
vacation from active politics, he 
has operated a wholesale and re 
tail cleaning and dyeing business. 
He had repeatedly denied that his 
effort for naturalization was 
grounded on a desire to get bach 
into politics. He said he just 
wanted to be able to vote. 

First Application Denied. 


The first Weeke naturalization 
application was bitterly contested 
by M. R. Bevington, then chief 
naturalization examiner here. Bev- 
ington called a number of womer. 
of the underworld as witnesses for 
the Government in support of his 
charge that Weeke was not of good 
moral character. Weeke sought a 
rehearing of that case but it was 
denied by Federal Judge Faris. A 
perjury charge against Weeke. 
growing out of testimony he had 
given at the hearing, remained on 
the. Federal Court docket for twu 
years. It was dismissed after a 
change of administration. 

Former Circuit Clerk Nat Gold- 
stein, Republican committeeman of 
the Nineteenth Ward, has been ac- 
tive ir seeking to bring about 
Weeke’s naturalization. Weeke for- 
merly was Eighteenth Ward com- 
mitteeman and the ward is atill 
known as “Hank's” ward, although 
it is represented in the City Com- 
mittee by his son-in-law, Edward 
E.. Butler, a lawyer. 

Bevington Was Transferred. 

‘It will be recalled that Examiner 
Bevington was transferred to the 
naturalization office in San Fran- 
cisco about the time the perjury 
charge against Weeke was dropped. 
Bevington had established business 
connections _in St. Louis, inde- 
pendent of his Government posi- 
tion, and had a record of efficient 
management of this naturalization 
district, one of the largest in the 
country. 

Bevington's successor, George 
Crutchfield, came here from the 
San’ Francisco office. He has de- 
clined to discuss the Weeke case 
since the last application was filed 
in January, saying it was contrary 
to his policy to talk of cases prior 
to the hearing. 

Weeke Predicted Result. 

Weeke had appeared confident 
of success in this application. ‘I 
don't believe I'll have the same 
trouble this time,” he sald in Jan- 
vary, when questioned about the 
application. When he appeared at 
\the Federal building this morning 
he said: 

“T'll just go in and say, ‘Good 
morning. Judge.’ I don't think I'l 
have to come back here again.”

Situation Very Unsatisfactory State Director 
| Says—Predicts Clean-Up After Nation’s 
Successor Is Named. :

Prohibition enforcement condi- 
tions in St. Louis are very unsat- 
isfactory, L. F. DeHart, Prohibi- 
tion Director for Missouri, declared 
to the Post-Dispatch today. With 
approaching withdrawal of Gus O. 
Nations as combined legal adviser 
to the difector, chief of field forces 
and group head, the State director, 


intends to urge the appointmen: of 
a group head here “who will clean 
up the town.” 

“I don’t intend any reflection 
upon Mr. Nations,’’ said Director 
DeHart, “for he may not have hal 
enough help. But I do say that 
conditions are not 
here and I intend to urge the ap- 
pointment of a group head who 
will give St. Louis a vigorous én- 
forcement of the prohibition law.” 

Nations has announced his resig- 
nation from the prohibition forces 
to run for the Republican nomina.- 
tion for Attorney-General. 

Prior to retirement of W. A. 
Allen of Clinton as director, the 
offices of chief of the field forces, 
legal adviser to the director and 
group head at St. Louis were sep- 
arate. But with appointment of 
DeHart to succeed Allen, the three 
jobs were combined for Nations to 
give him more salary, the com- 
| bined pay for the three being 
about $4000. 

Will Urge Separation of Jobs. 

DeHart said today that he would 
recommend the separation of these 
jobs into their original relation. 
so as to have a group head in 
charge of operations here, a chief 
of field forces perhaps attached te 
the office of the director at Kan-

CHICAGO, June 6.—Indictments 
charging Nathan Leopold Jr, and 
Richard Loeb with the kidriaping 
for ransom and murder of 14-year- 
old Robert Franks, May 21, which 
they have confessed, were returned 
by the Cook County grand jury be- 
fore Chief Justice Caverly in the 
Criminal Court this morning. 

The two true bills were voted

There are 10 separate counts in 
the indictment for murder and 16 
in the one for kidnaping for ran- 
som. Both crimes are punishable 
by death, with a minimum penalty 
of five years in prison for kidnap- 
ing and 14 years for murder. 

Leopold’s Confession Read. 

Both youths were ordered held 
without bail. , 

Leopold’s confession was read to 
the grand jury yesterday by a court 
reporter, who took it down in 
shorthand when the student slay- 
ers, broke down under questioning 
and admitted the murder. Hereto-

that the confession would appear 
publicly only in court, to preverit a 
possible repudiation. The reading 
of it and its release for publication 
came as a distinct surprise. 

The indictments were voted two 
weeks to a day from the time the 
Franks boy’s body was found in a 
railroad culvert in a South Side 
swamp.

Third Indictment Pending. 

The two advanced student-pris- 
oners—Leopold a law student and 
Loeb, who had begun a post. 
graduate course in history—are ex- 
pected to be named in a third in- 
dictment now pending before the 
grand jurors and charging  con- 
spiracy to murder, but it is not ex- 
pected they ever will go to trial on 
that charge which carries only a 
penalty of one to five years in pris- 
on. That indictment will be 
sought by the State merely for 
the purpose of getting before the 
grand jurors the testimony of cer- 
tain additional witnesses. 

The numerous counts of the 
murder and kidnaping indictments 
were drafted for technical pur- 
poses, to meét all of the phrases 
of the statutory provisions and to 
prevent any possible technical de- 
fenses. The statute covering kid- 
naping for ransom, distinguished 
from ordinary kidnaping, uses both 
terms of ransom and money. Con- 
sequently the kidnaping indict- 
ment, the eleventh count, charged 
“inveigling for the purpose of ex- 
torting money,” and the twelfth 
count, “inveigling for the purpose 
of extorting ransom.” As a result 
of these technicalities the indict- 
ment contained much repetition of 
phraseology. 

The return of the indictments 
was a mere formality at which 
the presence of the two prisoners 
was not required. They were, in 
the meantime, playing indoor 
baseball in the “bullpen” of the 
jail, comporting themselves much 
as ordinary prisoners. 

Arraignment Probably Wednesday. 

With the State preparing for an 
early trial—the prosecution may 
ask for trial on July 15—the next 
step in the prosecution will be ar- 
raignment of the two youths. 

The arraignment probably will 
be Wednesday. according to plans 
of the State’s Attorney's office, but 
a definite date has not been fixed. 
Each of the indictments was iIn- 
dorsed by the witnesses who ap- 
peared before the grand jurors.

Overholt Distillery. Since 1916 the 
‘Overholt company has not manu- 
factured any liquor. Prior to my 
becoming Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, all the assets of this com- 
pany were transferred to a trust 
company as trustees, with no au- 
thority to operate but only to dis- 
pose of the assets and distribute the 
proceeds. Since that time the trust 
company had sold no whisky what- 
soever except 53 cases to a drug 
company. 

‘7. In addition to being the man- 
ufacturer.of whisky, the Overholt 
company was a warehouse, holding 
whisky belonging to other persons. 
After the passage of the national 
prohibition act, whisky was re- 
leased from the warehouse only on 
the production of the permits pro- 
vided for by the regulations. These 
permits were sent first to the of- 
fice of the company in Pittsburg, 
where, in accordance with later 
regulations effective Nov. 1, 1920, 
the permits were confirmed by di- 
rect correspondence with the prohi- 
bition director in Pittsburg and 
then forwarded after confirmation 
to the warehouse at Broadford, 
about 60 miles out Of Pittsburg, 
with the company’s authority for 
release of the whisky. After release 
the permits were returned to the 
office of the company in Pittsburg 
for filing.” 

Case of Forged Permit. 

In “the Goodman case,” Mellon 
said, a forged permit and a forged 
letter of confirmation from the 
Prohibition Director at Pittsburg 
were presented to the superintend- 
ent of the distillery at Broadford, 
who, acting on these documents 
and without the required authority 
from the office of the company in 
Pittsburg, released the whisky. Be- 
cause of the violation of the in- 
permits 
must come from. the Pittsburg of- 
fice, he said, the superintendent 
was promptly discharged. 
“On account of this experience,” 
the letter continued, ‘‘the company 
thereafter adopted the further pre- 
caution of taking the permits per- 
sonally to the Prohibition Directer 
and verifying their regularity, as 
well as obtaining the required let- 
ter of confirmation.

Drivers Find Bodies. 
No one having heard the shots, 


the first knowledge of the tragedy 
came when westbound (drivers 
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taking fullest advantage of the 
year’s great selling season unless 
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found no one to sell them tickets, 
and saw the two forms lying by 
the driveway. One such driver has- 
tenéd across the bridge, and noti- 
fied the watchman and ticket taker 
at the St. Louis end. When they 
got to the east end of the bridge, 
other drivers had called the Venice 
police. 

Until the report was received at 
the west end of the bridge, nothing 
out of the ordinary was noticed 
there. The machine containing the 
four men, which, according to the 
switching crew's story, must have 
come from St. Louls, attracted no 
attention which would enable the 
ticket taker there to remember its 
passing, at a time when such cars 
were passing every minute or two. 

Highwaymen took a Studebaker 
roadster from Charlies Emert of 
East St. Louis at Forest boulevard 
and North Park drive, in _ the 
northeast part of that city, shortly 
after midnight. The robbers also 
took Emert’s watch and $17. The 
thefts of two automobiles in S8t.

BOOLIDGE PUTS 
OK ON LOWDEN 
FOR SECOND PLAGE 


Sentiment at Cleveland 
Crystallizing for Nomina- 
tion of Former Governor 
for Vice-Presidency. 


HE HAS FARM 
STATE BACKING 


President Makes Plain That 


in Approving Lowden He 
Is Not Trying to Dictate 
Nomination. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, 0O., June 6.— 
President Coolidge has passed the 
word that former Gov. Lowden of 
Illinois will be acceptable to him 
as his running mate. There is 
every reason to believe that Low- 
den, who was the choice of the 
old line party leaders for first place 
in 1920 will not resist a call. 

This word came to Cleveland 
yesterday and crystalized the sen- 
timent already running strong to- 
ward Lowden. 

It. was made plain that Presi- 
dent Coolidge, in disclosing his 
approval of Lowden, had not dea- 
parted from his hands-off policy 
and was leaving it to the conven- 
tion to ‘pick the vice presidential 
candidate as long as no attempt 
was made to name someone who 
would represent the ineurgent 
wing of the party. The President. 
it was pointed out, was simply 
making it clear that he would re-! 
gard Lowden very acceptable if 
the convention chose to pick him. 

All this fitted in with a rapidly 
rising tide for the former Illinois 
Governor, which had _s entirely 
drowned out the talk for Charles 
G. Dawes of Chicago, and put Sec- 
retary Hoover out of the running, 
if he ever was in it, for Hoover 
had publicly declared he did not 
want the place. 

Delegates and 
arriving from the Northwestern 
States, where the La Follette 
strength is openly admitted as a 
factor to be reckoned with, added 
to the rapidly growing sentiment 
for Lowden. They declared that 
Lowden was the man who could do 
the ticket most good in the agri- 
cultural States west of the Missis- 
sippi and would draw § strength 
from the rural vote which other- 
wise might be attracted elsewhere. 

If the committeemen and dele- 
gates already on the ground were 
to pick out a vice presidential nom- 
inee it undoubtedly would be Low- 
den 

As pre-convention details stead- 
ily are being cleared away, the ma- 
chinery which will nominate the 
ticket next week is beginning to 
gather momentum. 

Principal contests among detle- 
gates have been disposed of; organ- 
ization selections for national com- 
mittee officers are being made; 
last-minute touches have been add- 
ed to the arrangements for the ses- 
sions, beginning Tuesday; delega- 
tions are beginning to arrive and 
the pre-convention period has now 
reached the stage of the _ ticket 
scramble. * 

The first recognition of the Sen- 
ate in arrangements for the con- 
vention was given today with the 
selection of Senator William 8B. 
McKinley of Illinois as chairman 
of the Credentials Committee. 

In announcing the selection of 
McKinley, William M. Butler of 
Massachusetts, pre - convention 
manager for President Coolidge, 
said further recognitton probably 
would be accorded to the Senate 
in filling places on other commit- 
tees which remain to be organ- 
ized. McKinley is serving his first 
term in the Senate, but previous- 
ly he had served in the House on 
seven Congresses, 

It was definitely made known 
yesterday for the first time that 
the name of Hiram Johnson will 
not be presented to the convention 
and that no votes are expected to 
be cast for him for the presidential 
nomination from the floor, as will 
be done for Senator La Follette. 
State Senator George 8S. Bender, 
Johnson's manager in Ohio, an- 
nounced that there would be no 
nomination of the California Sen- 
ator and that he stood by his pre-

This exposure made Wood; who 4as not 
tne machine candidate, impossible. Lowden, 
the next strongest candidate, was put out 
of the running a few days before the con- 
vention by evidence showing that two Mis- 
sourl delegates, Moore and Goldstein, had 
each received $2500 Lowden money, that 
other delegates had received smaller amounts 
and that Jacob L. Babler, Republican na- 
tional committeeman, had received $17,000. 
The Lowden money was handled by E. L. 
Morse. 

It was this Missouri delegation which led 
the break to Harding in the convention. After 
the election Goldstein was nominated by 
President Harding as Collector of Internal 
Revenue. Under criticism the nomination was 
withdrawn. W. L. Cole, a delegate who had 
received Lowden and Harding money, was 
made special assistant to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral in Washington. Roy Davis, who received 
$500 of Lowden money, was made Minister to 
Costa Rica. W. H. Allen, who received $400. 
was appointed a prohibition agent. E. lL. 
Morse, who handled the money, was given 
a $90,000 contract for a Federal hospital site 
later appraised at $35,000. 

In the campaign the Republican National 
Committee spent $5,319,729 and the Demo- 
eratic $1,318,274. 

The Republican Congressional Committee 
spent $375,969 and the Democratic $24,498. 

The Republican Senatorial Committee 
spent $326.980 and the Democratic $6675. 

The totals reported by the Kenyon commit- 
tee for the campaign before and after nomi- 
rations are:

2. Newberry 

That the new administration had no strong 
scruples against corrupt practices was shown 
very early by its action in,the Newberry case. 

The seat of Truman H. Newberry of Michi- 
gan in the United States Senate cost $250.- 
(00 in 1918. He was later convicted of cor- 
rupt practices in the United States District 
Court in Grand Rapids and sentenced to two 
vears’ imprisonment, but in the end he was 
saved from going to jail by a decision of the 
United States Supreme Court on a technical 
point, four out of nine Judges dissenting. In 
the meantime, as Senator from Michigan, he 
had made it possible for the Republicans to 
erganize the Senate and to reject the Ver- 
sailles treaty. He was their majority. 

For two and a half years the Republicans 
who were in control of the Senate delayed 
consideration of the charges filed against 
Newberry. But the issue of corrupt prac- 
tices could not be suppressed. Finally, a year 
after the advent of the new administration, 
on Jan. 13, 1922. the Senate, by the votes of 
46 Republicans, adopted a resolution declar- 
ing Newberry duly elected and hypocritically 
condemning “the expenditure of such exces- 
sive sums in behalf of a candidate’ as ‘‘con- 
trary to sound policy, harmful to the honor 
and dignity of the Senate and dangerous to 
the perpetuity of free government.” He was 
saved from expulsion by five Republican 
votes. 3 

The Harding administration was active in 
supporting Newberry. The President directly 
intervened to influence Republican Senators 
and Secretary Hughes, who had served as 
Newberry’s counsel in court, published a state- 
ment that his former client -was a victim of 
social injustice and above moral reproach. 

For nearly four years Newberry held a pur- 
chased seat In the Senate. But in Novem- 
ber, 1922, nine Newberry Senators were beat- 
en in the elections: Calder of New York, 
France of Maryland, Frelinghuysen of New 
Jersey, Kellogg of Minnesota. McCumber of 
North Dakota, New of Indiana, Poindexter of

Washington, Townsend of Michigan and Du- 
Pont of Delaware. 

Newberry faced an adverse majority in the 
Senate after March 4, 1923. On Nov. 20, 
1922, when he had studied the election re- 
turns, he resigned from the Senate because 
te was certain to be expelled when the new 
Senate came together, 


THE INNER CIRCLE 


The new administration which had _ de- 
scended upon Washington in 1921 consisted 
of an inner circle of friends, mostly from 
Ohio, and an outer circle of respectable men. 


The respectable men were given the de- 
partments which manipulating politicians care 
least about because there is not much in them 
pork, pull“and the 
opportunities to make deals. The inner cir- 
cle, which contained Daugherty, had 
made Harding President, took personai charge 
of the department which spends the most 
money, the Veterans’ Bureau; the department 
which administers the greatest amount of 
public property, the Interior, and the depart- 
ment which wields the greatest power over 
individuals, Justice. From the point of view 


of deals these departments outrank all others, 
except prohibition enforcement, which, though 
it is under the Treasury, was conceded to 
the spoilsmen. 

However, the inner circle reached out for 
more. With the help of the stupid Denby, the 
naval oil reserves were brought within the 
jurisdiction of the inner circle by the ex- 
ecutive order transferring them from the 
Navy Department to Secretary Fall's Depart- 
ment of the Interior. By a special decision of 
Attorney-General Daugherty it was made pos- 
sible for Forbes to award hospital contracts 
without reference to the War Department. 
Thus by two transfers of authority the inner 
circle gathered unto itself the fat from the 
Navy and War depaftments. It then reached 
cut for the only remaining department with 
really important opportunity for graft. That 
was the Treasury, with all its vast possibil- 
ity of favoritism in the handling of tax re- 
turns. The man chosen to bring the Treasury 
within the control of the inner circle was 
Mark Hanna’s confidential man, Elmer Dover 
of Ohio. 

Dover was brought to Washington in 1921 
and made Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. He was to be the patronage broker be- 
cause Secretary Mellon did not meet the tre- 
quirements of the situation. Secretary Mel- 
lon was a plain business man who had no 
taste or understanding for such matters. 

With the best will in the world Dover set 
about pleasing his Republican friends in Con- 
gress, but he was unable to make a.clean 
sweep of Democrats in the Treasury Depart- 
ment without Secretary Mellon’s assent. He 
had laid his plans and selected the victims 
for dismissal in order to make room for Re- 
publicans. But when it came time. to put 
through iis scheme and refurnish the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau with Republicans, Secre- 
tary Mellon opposed having the Bureau upset 
and the public service demoralized for the 
gratification of office seekers and their con- 
gressional backers. So the Dover scheme, 
after months of preparation, came to a dead 
halt. 


The Republicans in the House went so far 
as to adopt a round-robin of protest against 
the shortage of patronage they were receiv- 
ing. When the matter was brought to the 
White House for settlement, Mr. Harding had 
the choice of repudiating Secretary Mellon or 
indorsing the Dover scheme for the whole- 
sale firing of Democrats. He was forced to 
sustain Secretary Mellon and overrule Dover, 
the patronage broker. There was then’ no 
longer any reason for retaining Dover as As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury. His use- 
fulness had expired and he quit the Govern- 
ment service and abandoned the administra- 
tion in July, 1922. 

The Dover incident is significant because it 
represents the most important check from 
within the administration suffered by the 
inner circle in its raid upon the Government. 
That may account for the enmity of Daugh- 
erty for Secretary Mellon, which finally led 
to the use of Burns spies to watch the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. At any rate, Mr. Mel- 
lon would not play the game, at least so far 
as the fiscal activities of the Treasury are con- 
cerned. 

Having seen how the inner circle estab- 
lished itself in power within the administra- 
tion, we pass now to a review of the three 
most challenging cases in its notorious rec- 
ord—Fall, Daugherty and Forbes.

ALBERT B. FALL 


When Albert B. Fall came into the Hard- 
ing Cabinet as Secretary of the Interior the 
nation had two great oil reserves untouched 
by private «exploitation: Teapot Dome, Wyo- 
ming, 9481 acres, estimated to contain some 
25.000,000 barrels of oil; and Elk Hills, Cali- 
fornia, 38,969 acres, estimated to contain at 
least 200,000,000 barrels. Three successive 
Presidents—Roosevelt, Taft and Wilson— 
had set aside these reserves for the fueling 
of the nation’s fleet, the first lime of nationa! 
defense. 

In May. 1921, within two months after the 
Harding administration came Into office, Fall 
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induced his President to transfer these great 
reserves from the Department of the Navy to 
his own department, the Interior (executive 
order, May 31, 1921). He thereupon pro- 
ceeded to dispose of the reserves to private 
interests, on the ground that there was dan- 
ger of the oil being lost through drainage. 
Whether such danger existed is a technical 
question which does not need discussion here; 
for the important fact, granted the danger, 
is that Fall did not g0 to Congress for funds 
to drill and so ‘permit the navy to coun 0tve 
its oil for its own needs; he did not rest con-

Fall has subsequently admitted within four 
months of his leaving office that he lied in the 
first instance concerning the sources of his 
loans and has refused to testify further on 
the ground that his evidence would incrim- 
inate himself. 


HARRY M. DAUGHERTY 


By those who attempt an apology for Harry 
Daugherty it is alleged that he is the victim 
of sensation, that the charges against him 
rest upon evidence of witnesses whose past 
records discredit what they have to say. 

It is, however, upon the testimony of no 
disgruntled employe but of the confidential 
secretary of the influential Mr. Burns that the 
close association of Daugherty and Jess Smith 
has been established: ‘‘Mr. Smith was a sort 
of second in authority to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. . He had access to the files. . 
Anything he wanted he got up there.” (Tes- 
timony of Mrs. W. O. Duckstein before the 
Senate Committee, May 21, 1924). 

In the second place, it is again no dis- 
gruntled employe but Jess Smith’s own tele-

In the third place, it has meen testified 
by Gaston B. Means, by George Remus and 
by other witnesses (Senate hearings, March 
14, May 23, etc.) that into the hands of Jess 
Smith, “second in authority to the Attorney- 
General” they delivered sums of money in re- 
turn for an explicit promise of Daugherty's 
assistance in some evasion of the law. It is 
here that Daugherty’s apologists have their 
first chance to raise the cry of unreliable tes- 
timony. But the fact remains, and it is no- 
where challenged, that, granted these men are 
liars in their talk of bribes, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States lived on.terms of 
intimacy with men who dealt in crime. 

Finally, while Daugherty has been vocifer- 
ous in affirmation of his innocence, he has to 
this day never undertaken upder oath and on 
the witness stand to deny the specific charges 
brought to prove that through Jess Smith the 
influence of the highest legal office in the na- 
tion was sold. 


CHARLES R. FORBES 


Within 60 days of his inauguration, and 
within four weeks of the time that Teapot 
Dome was handed over from Secretary Denby 
to Secretary Fall, President Harding placed 
in charge of the greatest single disbursing of- 
fice in Washington a man whom he had met 
on a congressional junket io Honolulu— 
Charles R. Forbes. 

By the organization of the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau under Forbes’ command, three’ Govern- 
ment agencies for the relief of disabled men 
were brought under one jurisdiction—the 
War Risk Insurance Bureau, part of the pub-

THE RECORD OF 1920-1924. 


The Post-Dispatch reprints today on another page 
an editorial review by the New York World of the 
Kepublican administration from the inception of 
the presidential campaign of 1920 to the present.

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COLLEGE-TRAINED REALTORS. 


Detailed plans were outlined at the Washington 
convention of the National Association of Real Estate 
Boards for courses in rea! estate education in the 
colleges.

It is quite to be expected that courses in rea! estate 
would be designed, first, to make financially suc 
cessful realtors.

New methods of city building for the poor’ are be 
ing evolved. The high cost of building has forced 
economies while stimulating ingenuity to make the 
most of air and sunlight. Fearful crimes have been 
perpetrated in the laying out of oum older cities. 
The most conspicuous tn St. Louis fs the long, nar- 
row lot which necessitates building without sunlight 
on either side of the dwelling. Inteiligently organ- 
ized platting would have eliminated attenuated lots 
and have provided for the distribution of the land 
around the buildings. 

Professionally trained realtors sympathetic with 


the most medern and scientifie methods of platting, 


buflding and handling property would be an asset 
to every city. 
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THE OIL REPORT. 
As chairman of the committee that investigated 
the oil scandal Senator Walsh of Montana has pre- 
pared a report which recites the facts ascertained

seems necessary. It also proposes legislation de- 
signed to prevent a repetition of such hideous be- 
trayal of the country.

TROUBLE 1" THE SUN. 


Dr. David Todd, professor emeritus of Amherst 
College, announces that his observations of the sun 
through a big telescope at Graystone, Pa., seem to 
show that a crack is forming in the body of our 
chief source of light and heat, and the headliner 
promptly tells us that “The Sun Is Breaking in 
Two.” 

However, Dr. Todd comforts us a little by remark- 
ing that, while this may mean that we shall have 
two suns instead of one, which might make a great 
change in our seasons, the effect of the break. if it 
develop fully, will not be felt for years. 

From what is known of solar observations, it may 
be possible that Dr. Todd has been deceived by the 
unusual juxtaposition of a number of sunspots that 
have taken the appearance of a crack in the solar 
bedy. An office encyclopedia, on the subject of 
sun spots, says that “the spots of a group may run 
into each other to any extent, forming an irregular 
and jagged mass. Sometimes a spot has almost the 
appearance of a crack in the photosphere,” the bright 
envelope from which our light proceeds. 

With all their science and wonderful instruments. 
the astronomers have no means of knowing how 
deep a crack might be on the sun, if they could be 
sure it was a crack.” A mere opening in the photo 
sphere might close as it opened. just as spots appear 
and disappear. There seems to be no reason for 
alarm on account of Dr. Todd's observations.

Beating the Olympic record by 
exactly one second, Johnny Weiss- 
muller, of the [Illinois Athletic 
Club, world’s champion swimmer, 
won the 100-meter free style event 
yesterday in 59 2-5 seconds. Duke 
Kahanamoku, the Hawaiian swim- 
mer, who established the Olympic 
record for the event at Antwerp in 
1920 was a close second while his 
brother Sam finished third. Jack 
Robertson of the Olympic Club. 
San Francisco was fourth. 


In the 1500-meter event free 
style, Richard Howell of North- 
western University, finished first in 
22:35 1-5. Wallace O'Connor of 
Venice Blunge, California, was sec- 
ond pushing Howell hard through- 
out the race.

HESE are the days when the 

T appetite of the school child 

must be bolstered up. At no 
time of the year is this quite as 
important as now, when the pupil 
is under a heavy mental strain in 
an eagerness to make up for past 
dilatoriness in studies.
